Joe Everhart, N2CX Suggested that you get a couple of friends together 
with 

code practice oscillators and talk. I agree with him 100 % . I used the 
same 

technique with a class of about 6-8 guys at the club station at work a 
number 

of years back. We did it slightly different. I had a Bencher and a MM-2 or 
3 

Keyer and they had One Code Oscillator with several Keys. I later brought 
in 

my WAITWX, CW Keyboard (QST article). I used everything from a Straight 
Key 

to the Keyboard and Morse Tutor by NOIAI on the PC. We spent an hour a day 
eating lunch and learning/Practicing the code. Once they had the basics 
down 

pat, We started the Two Way CW Practice. NEVER try to teach using a KEY or 
KEYER Until they KNOW the CODE! Then we made a game out of it. We had a 
One Room CW Roundtable. Just like a QRP NET. Everyone gets a turn in the 
sunshine, but no one is allowed to SPEAK unless it is in CW. No 
Exceptions! 


"Mother May I" in CW, you might call it. Other Things that may help are to 
Whistle or otherwise Verbalize (Make Sounds like a code oscillator) while 
driving to and from work. Read all street signs, etc. in code. Not 
recommended 

for use in CarPools, unless they also happen to be hams. :%) 

I also found it personally helpful to Use the Morse Tutor program to play 
back 

ASCII text files that I had created on my word processor. I re-typed 
material 

which I needed to read for work. This way I became more familiar with the 
study materials by typing them and then I would relax in the easy chair, 
close 

the eyes and listen to the material as it was played back by the computer. 
Some times I would just let it run in the background while I worked on 
other 

projects. That way you start to listen to it in a more casual way. One 
last 

item, when you get to SENDING CW, try making your own code tape with a 
Straight Key. When you play it back, you will really see how you sound! 

If you can find a true friend and fellow CW Op, you can try trading tapes. 
Home Made Sort of Correspondence School Sessions. I had some people make 
tapes of the QRP NETS at various places around the country and send them 
to me. Very Interesting. I will make one last point and then wish you GL. 
If you use the Computer for Code Practice, SET the Code SPEED at 22-25 WPM 
and Leave it there! If you want to vary the OVERALL SPEED, Use the 
Farnsworth 

Option or in the Case of ASCII Text which you have typed, Place EXTRA 
SPACES 

in the text between words. That way you can change the speed without 
changing 

the way the characters sound. Believe me it works! Oh Yes, If you use 
W1AW Code Practice (Recommended), NEVER, NEVER, Listen to it on the 
sessions 

which Start out Slow and Gradually Increase in speed. That has killed more 
potential CW Ops than anything that I can think of doing. Always listen to 
the Sessions that Start High (35 wpm) and work their way down. You will 
feel 

much better as you realize that you are gradually able to copy more and 
more 

at the higher speeds, when you get down to 15-13 it starts to seem SLOW.

Hi Gang 


I don't claim to be an expert, but I've been making a few QRP DX contacts 
lately. It has amazed me how often I've been able to break through a 
pile-up to snag a DX station, sometimes on my first call. 


There are two things that work for me. 
First, I triple check my tuning until I'm sure I'm xdead onx the DX signal. 


Second, I time my call very carefully with patience and politeness. Often, 
there will be guys who almost randomly send their call, sometimes on top of 
the current exchange. I never do that. Usually, the DX will send QRZ, and 

I immediately send my call, trying to be a fraction of a second ahead of the 
others. Usually I send it twice. If the DX doesn't send QRZ, I wait until 
the last "dit-dit" of the current exchange is complete before starting my call. 


These are hints that I've received from guys on this list, and they work! 


Having said all of that, I admit, I don't know how to work split frequency. 
Never can figure out where the guy is listening! Oh, well.

Gang, I have just returned from a 2 week trip across the Western half of the 
US. I am not teaching or working this summer for the first time since I was 
in high school. It has been nice. My wife changed jobs last August, and 
lost all of her vacation time. So, I decided to take a two week trip that 
would take me to visit some of my QRP friends and acquaintances. JoAnne was 
happy to get me out of the house, and on the way. 

My first day was planned with a stop at Las Vegas and a stay in the 


Stardust Hotel. I arrived about 6:30 PM and went to the Crap table where I 
decided to buy $100 worth of chips and then when they were gone, I would 
leave and get a room for the night. There was a lady with the dice when I 
walked up to the table who didn't have a clue as to what she was doing. The 
4 or 5 players were not too excited, and I started betting with the lady. 10 
minutes later, she sevened out, and I looked at my rack of chips.

Also, the front panel is included, and it is 
punched for the controls and the speaker mounting. All the builder supplies 
is a piece of wood and solder. If you have further questions, contact Paul

Just getting started in QRP, and have a question....I am running a 
Ten-Tec Delta (the old one). It is a solid-state rig with maximum 
output of 85 - 100 watts. The instruction manual says you can run 
it "QRPp" by adjusting the drive and measuring the input power in 

amps. The power supply has a meter in it (difficult to read those 


tiny marks) and the resting state shows approximately 1.2 amps. The 
manual says crank up the drive and for every amp added to the meter, 
add about 13 watts to the input power. In other words, at resting 
state, I would be at zero input power....if the meter goes up to 

say 3.0 amps, I would take the 1.8 amps increase times 13 volts to 
come up with an input power of 23.4 watts. Assuming then a 50% 

cycle (is that right?) I would be looking at an output of 11.7 watts. 
Is that right so far? Is that accurate? Seems to me that additional 
power would not necessarily have to be converted into output power. 


Ten-Tec suggests putting an amp meter in the plus lead of the power 
supply to transmitter and measuring there, but the power supply meter 
does the same thing, it's just hard to read. 


Question....wouldn't it be more accurate to just put an output meter 
somewhere in the antenna feed? How do most of you handle measuring 
your output power since that is a big part of this segment of the 
hobby? 


Many thanks for your thoughts.

QRP-L Gang, 


I've had a private friendly reminder that I forget myself at times and fail 
to "trim" the copy of a posted reply that ends up getting appended to my 
post. I'm sorry for the "clutter" that I may cause and yes I lapse every 
once in a while and forget to cut out the portions of a reposted message. I 
suspect this may be a big problem for the folks who are concerned about the 
time and money it takes to download the 50+ plus QRP-L messages each day. 

So I'll try to remember to "clean up my act" on future postings. 


But if I may I'd like to suggest a few things that may help new comers to 
using list mail services that I've found that saves me time and money. 


1. Find out if your email server has any software that will automatically 


download your mail into your computer so you can do your reading off-line. 

I know with my Compuserve email I use a program called "AutoSig" that logs 
me on automatically, gets my private email and any designated forum mail and 
then logs me off. Off-line I can then reply to each individual piece of 
mail or deposit it in the garbage can very quickly. With a higher level 
Internet Provider using SLIP or PPP I am able to log on to my account and my 
"mail program" automatically downloads my mail. This is the service I use 
for my qrp-l mail. If possible try to avoid some less expensive (University 
type) "Shell" accounts that require a major understanding of Unix and 
cryptic mail programs like Pine etc. This is OK for those with a full time 
account (free $$) that stays on all day but the pits for those who want to 
download their mail offline. 


2. Get yourself a good "mail reader program". I use a program called Eudora 
which does a great job downloading my mail and also filtering the mail into 
different files if I so desire. The first version of Eudora that I used was 
a shareware version called Eudora Lite. Since then I upgraded to Eudora Pro 
which added a spell checker - something I find useeful (see). Another 
mailer that I used was Pegasus from Australia - also shareware (freeware) 
and very good. A good mailer really makes the difference in enjoying 
getting mail or just another tedious routine. 


3. Digest vs Individual Mail. Although the Digest version of qrp-1l mail is 
convenient (one email a day) I find that I work faster, better and cheaper 
with individual qrp-1l list postings. Why? Well I contend that if you have 
an automatic mail download program (see #2 above) then it takes about the 
Same amount of time to download 75 individual postings vs 75 postings 
bundled up with headers that the Digest gives you. So time "on-line" is not 
the concern (I have a standard type PC with a 28.8 modem and I see no 
difference). Where I save time is off-line. I can buzz through hundreds of 
postings (like after returning from vacation) and sort, save, dispose of 
those postings faster than a Digest "read". I quickly click through the 
keepers and discard the posts that don't interest me. Then I can go back 
and make quick replies to the ones that don't require me to think (amazing 
how that works) and sit and "think" a few days on the ones that need a 
little "consideration". I contend that it is faster and easier to use my 
mailer this way. I hear there might be "readers" out there that work with 
Digest versions that let you jump in anywhere in the text and draft a 
response or save an individual digest message - anyone know of such a program? 


4. Finally it's getting harder and harder for me to understand the concern 
about postings (both quantity and size) costing folks money. Back when 
Compuserve used to charge for every internet email that arrived at your box 
I could understand. But nowadays just about all Internet providers make 
sending and receiving mail the "most inexpensive" part of their service. If 
you want to spend some money just spend a few minutes (hours) cruising the 
Internet and downloading all those 100K JPEG and GIF images - talk about 
eating up time (but hey it's fun and my wife knows where I am....) And if 


your 286 10 megabyte hard-drive is getting clobbered with email - well what 
can I say. 


So I hope I didn't bore anyone - had to relieve some stress from a "network 
cop" who meant well but I feel things are changing. I have to admit I am 
not concerned about folks who attach previous postings on to their posting - 
I usually just scroll right past that part and look for the "meat". I guess 
my "pet peeves" are the posts to all that say "Great Idea!!" and that's it 
or the folks who inadvertently "attach" a 200K file to the posting that 
"really" chews up time and disk space. 


Finally I hope some of this helps make better use of the qrp-1l list. I 
really enjoy this list and I enjoy ALL the postings since it's a good way to 
exchange ideas and in general things are very "civil" here - I like that. 

If anyone has some good ideas on how to better make use of this qrp-1l list 
with some better software etc then I'd be glad to hear form you.

The one piece of test equipment that often gets 
better with age is a frequency counter. Or more 
specifically, the reference crystal oscillator inside 
the counter, as the long term drift often slows down 
with age. I've heard stories about old HPs... 


I actually use a digital readout for extremely fine 
tweaking. I set the ARRL lab's HP8563E (Spectrum 
Analyzer) to 1 dB/div so the readout resolution is 0.01 
dB. Its actually better resolution than the analog 
meters I have available so I don't bother looking at the 
screen. I've never had trouble interpreting the numbers 
as they change...

Now you know why most of the "big boys" in the contests don't 
use narrow filters..... they don't want to miss anyone. 
<< 


They don't? Had me fooled. I thought narrow filters were specifically designed 
for the "big boys..." 


Seriously, standard practice is to open up and listen "wide" when you aren't 
hearing anybody; "zoom in" when you are. The guy that calls exactly on 
frequency is going to get first priority every time. The fact that the serious 
contesters will use the RIT and the wide filter and every other trick they can 
think of is more indicative of their willingness to go after every possible 
point than a justification for sloppy tuning! 


I enjoyed reading Jukka's comments, but with all due respect, you shouldn't put 
a rig on the air if you don't know exactly where you are transmitting-- not 
necesarily in terms of precise Hz, but WITHIN the BAND, and on the same 
frequency as the station you are working. It really isn't that hard-- even if 
you can't match a specific offset, you should still be able to figure out the 
audio pitch that means you will transmit on the same frequency. And if you 
don't have another transceiver or a frequency meter, you should certainly be 
able to find another station able to help you on air! 


An overlooked aspect of this discussion (so far, anyhow) is that failure to 
tranceive results in wasted bandwidth. One of the prime advantages of CW is 
that the signal occupies a point frequency (theoretically an unmodulated carrier 
has NO bandwidth). If two stations are not on the same frequency, then they are 
occupying the intervening bandwidth. Two stations a KHz apart are "occupying" 
space that could be used for two or three QSO's! 

And if I am working a station who has answered say 500-600HzZ away from my 
transmitting frequency, it is just plain annoying to have another QSO start up 
in between-- don't laugh, it happens! 


Jukka's comments might need to be seen from the DX perspective, of course-- 
split working and sending off frequency to beat a dogpile are common in DX 
chasing-- but 

that's a lot different from not knowing or caring what frequency you're 


transmitting on.

As someone said, last time they looked, Canada was international and DX, and 
we have several Canadian members, as well as officers. 


More importantly, I think it encourages international participation with that 
in the name, not that we are trying to be something more than another club. 


Had George, G3RIJV, not visited Fred W5QJM, in Austin TX, way back in the early 
80's, (?) and given out copies of SPRAT at our club, I might never have gotten 
into QRP, nor would I have realized how International G-QRP Club is, from only 
their name. Had I independently heard of them and they had international in 
the name, then I might have explored further. I am a member of G-QRP for 
longer than I have been in QRP-ARCI,( number 4943). Thanks George, you have 
always done a lot for all of us in QRP, and I owe my interest to you, although 
I built QRP one tube transmitters as a young ham, before there was a QRP-ARCI. 


Thus, I have to agree with the comments of Bill K5ZTY, that we don't need a 
name change. Well said, Bill. Perhaps what we need as members is to 
encourage international members more, and promote programs to spread QRP as 
George and some G members have done with memberships to third world countries, 
parts, etc. Another thing that could be done is to actually extend the group 
operations such as the Zuni Loopers Field Day, and use their experience with 
antennas and field operations, and others, here; and QRP-ARCI could sponsor 
with their name at least, a QRP DX-pedition! Money of course, would have to 
come from the DX community, but if really big antennas were to be used, like 
Vee beams, and the Zuni sized ones, it would be a viable effort. 


As to that scoring suggestion for field contests, I noticed the idea was to 
give more points for CW than for SSB, and I maintain it is harder to QRP on 
SSB than CW. For one, the more narrow BW of CW is automatically a filter, as 
well as the fact that the ear of the receiver op is limited to a narrow 
frequency range. You are, on SSB ,depending on the hearing acuity of the 
receiver op over a broader frequency range, with skill at accents, etc. a 
limiting factor, or even a lack of knowledge of correct phonetic alphabet!

I second the thought that a lot of good ideas have been put forward. Don't 
forget W1AW code practice. It is entirely possible to pass the 20 wpm test 
by listening to code practice. The secret is to find the time to listen to 
the code practice at least three days a week. Once you can copy an 
appreciable portion of the 10 wpm material, listen only to the "fast code" 
sessions. The advantage to tuning in to the start and listening to the fast 
code is you will hear code much faster than you can copy, but you will hear 
and recognize a few letters and will feel much better when it slows down 
that you will copy more than you expected of the next speed. 


Two important points: the fast code starts fast and steps down to 10 wpm, 
but the real secret is keeping a routine to listen to it everytime it comes 
on, e.g. three or four times a week at a given time of day. See QST for the 
schedule and frequencies to listen. Good luck to all.

I've been meaning to ask our resident MFJ guru here on frequency - Paul

"online" bookstore). I had a chance to see Pauls "MFJ Stack" - three MFJ 
rigs with antenna tuner, power supply, switching center all packaged up in 
portable stack arrangement.

Thanks for the update on your mods which was in daily digest 423 (yes, I'm 
running several days behind in reading them). If no one has already asked 
you, how about writing up an article for the QRP Quarterly on them? Or 
send it to QRPp if you wish. If you need help, I can assist you. 


As for the microphonics, you mentioned that the variable cap in the 
preselector was proven to be the culprit, which is something that has been 
known for years but deserves to be mentioned again. In some experiments 
on one of the three HW-7s that I own, I bypassed the preselector 
completely, including the coil, and ran the antenna input in through a 
bandpass filter for 40 meters. There were zero microphonics this way 
since it used fixed tuning, ie, mica caps instead of variables. Of course 
you would have to add a switch if you wanted to do it on several bands, 
but it does cure the microphonics quite nicely, as well as freeing up a 
nice variable cap for other uses!

Is it time for a revolution? Suppose we say yes just to be agreeable. 
Then what kind of revolution? There are revolutions like those so common 
in the 20th century in which everyone fights to mutual destruction. There 
are revolutions where everyone expects the outcome to be a life of plenty 
and leisure as the new government somehow magically makes everything 
perfect. There are older revolutions in which folks thought they had the 
power to create the universe anew and only ended up guillotining those who 
thought it was the same old world.

By the way, I have gotten my issues of SPRAT, QRPp, and QQ (along with the

And notice that in their 
work, not a shot has been fired, not a bomb exploded, not a fire set. 


As a member of many of the QRP organizations, I have never asked anyone's 
permission to do something for amateur radio. If I like what the leaders 
are doing, I might vote for them; if not, I'll vote for someone else. 
Revolution is easy. Productive work is what is not quite so easy.

As a supplement to the above, I discovered a nice solution for those 
of us who take our radios out into the wilderness; bio-degradable 
fishing line. The kite string/monofilament fishing line that I used 
to work with invariably broke off when I was dragging it through 
the trees, leaving an ugly dangling line in the middle of a previously 
pristine camping spot. One of my uncles turned me on to bio-degradable 
fishing line, which will almost completely disintegrate after about a 
month of weathering, making those mistakes much less obvious to the 
next camper. It's a bit more expensive than monofilament, and you 
have to buy a new roll every year ( it dissolves over a long period of 
time in storage ) but I think it's worth it. 


I suppose you could also use it for fishing. ;-)

from someone who figured it out, and plan to borrow a good frequency 
counter and try to do it by the numbers first, then get it right

My big concern is to get the CW center frequency through the filter 
and have the BFO at 750 Hz. I like to use the 250 Hz filter and

How about those guys, who use crystal controlled TXs? 

When I was a novice (1982), all finnish novice hams had to use 

a crystal controlled transmitter (thank God the regulations 

have changed!). I had a 2-tube, 10W tx with about 10 crystals/band 
and a 1kHz vxo. Still I made about 1000 QSOs on 80/40m and 

nobody complained about not being on frequency, hi! 


Now I have an IC701,which has only 100Hz steps (believe or not!), 
so I can never be exactly on frequency (very bad thing when 
working ssb!). I have got only one negative comment during 

these years. The sidetone is correctly adjusted, so I know, where 
I send. 


If there is no pile-up, it's certainly good to answer on frequency, 

but if there are a hundred stations calling at the same time, 

it's better to be off-frequency, where you can be heard better. 

If you have a qrp station, there is no use trying to compete against 
kilowatters on the same frequency . 

And a good pile-up operator doesn't use any tight filter when listening. 

The filter is between his/her ears! Of course, if the situation is very bad, 
he can pick a station with a filter (There are always a couple of 

LIDs who call all the time and never listen! Yes, the operator hears them, 
but refuses to work them!).

Not true and true. In that order. 


>They don't? Had me fooled. I thought narrow filters were specifically 
designed 

>for the "big boys..." 

> 


I'd say partially true. 


>Seriously, standard practice is to open up and listen "wide" when you aren't 
>hearing anybody; "zoom in" when you are. The guy that calls exactly on 
>frequency is going to get first priority every time. The fact that the serious 
>contesters will use the RIT and the wide filter and every other trick they can 
>think of is more indicative of their willingness to go after every possible 
>point than a justification for sloppy tuning! 

> 


When you are running rate, yes, the station who is where I am listening is the 
one I'll go back to whether I'm in the US or "on the other side of the pile". 
However - and make no mistake about this - THE LOUDEST STATION IS NOT ALWAYS 
THE ONE THAT GETS HEARD. There are times I've picked out a QRP station from 
the roar of stations calling. Neatest thing in a DX contest or pileup is 

when you can break the pile with 5 watts or less! 


When you are running rate you do not have time to mess, fiddle, tweak, turn 
knobs or push buttons. When the rate falls off, you might reach for the 

RIT and scan outside the passband, but there are times that you can actually 
"sense" or "feel" that someone is just outside your passband and then reach 
up and grab the RIT. 


Never open up and listen "wide" unless you consider wide (on CW) as the 500 
Hz cascaded filters. Rarely use the pair of 250's except on 40M and rarely 
on 20M. 


If everything works, and it's looking real good, I will be C6A/K8DD on 
Treasure Cay in the Bahamas the end of October 1996. I will be putting 
my QRP operating schedule on here in the middle of October and would like 


to work a lot of QRP stations before and after the CQ WW SSB contest. 


What is rate? Probably different numbers to different operators. Overall 
rate can range in a DX contest from 15 - 20/hour for a good domestic QRP op 
to 100+ for a whiz-bang, high power, DX station. 


When a contester or DXer breaks into the game at low power levels and, if 
the operator desires, goes to higher power levels, he/she will be a much 


better operator than the one who goes out and buys a high power station. 


But, yes, the zero beat station will get answered first!
